Ericka Huggins, both face po- 
tential death sentences on two 
charges—kidnaping resulting in 
death and aiding and abetting 
murder—in the death of a Pan- 
ther the prosecutions says fel-

being a police agent. Seale and 
Mrs. Huggins are also charged 
with conspiracy to kidnap and 
to murder. 


Defense lawyers Tuesday de-

21, 1969, in a boggy river bot- 
tom 20 miles north of New 
Haven.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


problems and inequities created 
by court congestion—even the 
way it is sometimes used in a 
"cat and mouse game" of de- 
liberate delay by some law- 
yers—was illustrated forcefully 
in the second of CBS's three- 
part series, "Justice in Amer- 
ica" Tuesday night. 


The hour-long program con- 


centrated on the pileup of crim- 
inal and civil cases awaiting 
trial in courthouses across the 
nation, with the thesis 
that 


"justice delayed is justice de- 
nied." The examples and the 
experts were gathered 
from 


various points around the na- 
tion with the explanation that 
crime has increased 10 times 
more 
than 
the 
number of 


judges, the population has in- 
creased and the mobility of the 
people results in more acci- 
dents. Other causes were the 
epidemic of drug use, mass ar- 
rests after mass demonstra- 
tions and "new laws that mean 
new lawsuits." 


One Los Angeles judge, look- 


ing over his day's docket of 
pending criminal cases, found 
27 cases directly involving nar- 
cotics and 25 non-drug cases, 
although most of the latter 
were burglary and bad check 
cases involving addicts. 


Much of the program 
was 


handled in the standard docu- 
mentary fashion—judges, law- 
yers and prosecutors discussing 
the 
problem 
while 
looking 


straight into a camera. But two 
illuminating "back room" dem- 
onstrations showed a negotia- 
tion designed to eliminate the 
need of a criminal trial and an- 
other showed an attempt to 
settle an auto injury case be- 
tween the plaintiff's lawyer and 
an insurance company lawyer 
representing the defendant. Of 
the attempt of the defense at- 
torney to bargain with a prose- 
cutor in the criminal case, an- 
other attorney stated that "plea 
bargaining" results in the dis- 
position of nine out of 10 crimi- 
nal cases. 


In one California county, the 


courts were so clogged with 
criminal cases that only one 
civil case was tried for a solid 
year. In New York and Chi- 
cago, it often takes six years to 
get an automobile negligence 
case to trial—but most are set- 
tled before trial. 


The 
program 
summarized 


suggested reforms for releasing 
the log jam as well as some 
prisoners held for months, even 
years, awaiting trial. This in- 
cluded moving automobile neg- 
ligence cases to other tribunals, 
limiting appeals and, in some 
cases, eliminating jury trials or 
reducing the size of juries. 


It was a calm, reasoned pre- 


sentation, effectively surveying 
a system that in addition to 
denying speedy justice to some, 
often forces people, injured and 
needing money, to settle for 
less damages than they should.

Richard Coleman Jr., 27, went 
on trial in a crowded courtroom 
Monday accused of assaulting a 
prisoner, Wilbert Dean Harris, 
following a Shootout at the Ma- 
con County jail in nearby Tus- 
kegee last Aug. 22. 


If found guilty, each could be 


sentenced to a maximum of one 
year in prison and a $1,000 fine. 


Defense attorneys—led by 


Alabama's white, attorney gen- 
eral, Bill Baxley, and state 
Rep. Fred Gray, one of two Ne- 
groes in the legislature—rested 


their case late Tuesday without 
calling Amerson as a witness. 


They had conceded early in 


the trial that the sheriff struck 
Harris in the head with a pistol 
and that the chief deputy kick- 
ed the prisoner or nudged him 
with his foot, but contended it 
was done in self-defense and 
without malice. 


Coleman told the jury Tues- 


day he did nothing more than 
shove his foot between Harris' 
legs—"with

force"—so -he could turn the 
prisoner over on his back to 
handcuff him.

Harry F. Byrd, a Virginia inde- 
pendent, to the State Depart- 
ment to talk it over. He set up 
headquarters in a vice presi- 
dential office near the Senate 
floor and, later, in the back 
room of Sen. Hugh Scott's of- 
fice, to argue the adminis- 
tration case man-to-man with 
the senators making the deci- 
sion today. 


Former 
Undersecretary of 


State George W. Ball came to 
Washington, last Thursday, two 
days after the Mansfield meas- 
ure was introduced, and cam- 
paigned against it in person 
and by telephone. 


Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster, 


the NATO commander, was 
summoned home and enlisted 
in the campaign. He talked to 
Byrd, Sen. Richard Schweiker, 
R-Pa., and other members. 


Much of the public persuasion 


was the task handed Demo- 
crats, led by former Presidents 
Lyndon B. Johnson, and Harry 
S. Truman and former Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson. 


Some senators who got the 


treatment, from administration 
officials or from the Democrat- 
ic volunteers, said the argu- 
ments advanced privately were 
essentially those the Senate has 
been debating all week:

in the budget recommendation of 
President Nixon. 


The four-state group from Ar- 


kansas, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Colrado testified before a House 
Public 
Works appropriations 


subcommittee. 


The group asked that Con- 


gress vote $93.7 million for 65 
projects in the four states this 
year. Nixon has recommended 
$68.7 million. 


Harris Batcman of Tulsa, 


chairman of the Arkansas Riv- 
er Basin Interstate Committee, 
urged among other things the 
approval of $38.3 million for the 
Arkansas 
River navigation 


channel. The budget requests to- 
tal $30.3 million. The new nine- 
foot channel now is virtually 
completed and permits naviga- 
tion upstream to near Tulsa. 


Bateman said the waterway 


is starting to reverse what has 
been a population decline in the 
area and "we are confident that 
it will accelerate as industry 
takes advantage of our merging 
opportunities made possible by 
these developments." 


The group asked for approval 


of $400,000 for a study of the 
feasibility of extending naviga- 
tion first to Great Bend, Kan., 
and then upstream to the Marin 
Dam in Colorado.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I was in 


the hospital because I had 
dizzy spells when I changed 
positions after lying down or 
getting up and they found a 
heart condition (fibrillation). 
Now I am taking digitalis. 
Can you explain this condi- 
tion and what I can do to 
strengthen my muscles? I 
am 65 years old and live in 
an apartment. I do not work 
or exercise. 


Dear Reader—The type of 


i fibrillation you have is atrial 
' fibrillation which means the 
top 
part 
of 
your 
heart 


twitches 
(fibrillates) 
at a 


very rapid rate. 


The atria are the large 


s a c 1 i k e compartments at 
the top of the heart that col- 
lect the blood before it is 
dumped into the heavy mus- 
cular 
part 
of the 
heart. 


Normally t h e s e 
contract 


once during each h e a r t 
cycle to expel their blood 
into the muscular chambers 
of the heart. In the normal 
individual under resting con- 
ditions they should contract 
about 70 or 80 times a min- 
ute. 


When the atria are fibril- 


lating this may occur as 
rapidly as 500 times a min- 
ute. A large number of these 
rapid 
impulses 
m a y 
be 


transmitted to the pumping 
part of the heart and cause 
it to beat irregularly and too 
fast. When this condition af- 
fects the circulation enough 
to interfere with the amount 
of blood the heart can pump, 
a person will note the prob- 
lem you described. 


The most common cause of 


persistent 
fibrillation 
in a 


person in your age group is 
atherosclerosis, or fatty de- 
posits in the arteries to the 
heart. The speed and to some 
extent the regularity of the 
heart is often controlled by 
one of the digitalis medicines 
like you are taking. In fact, 
some individuals who have 
fibrillation 
without having 


any underlying heart prob- 
lems 
(sometimes seen 
in 


young people) will develop a 
normal heart beat after tak- 
ing digitalis. 


I can't really recommend 


any e x e r c i s e 
that 
will 


strengthen 
y o u r 
muscles 


without knowing more about 
you. 
It atherosclerosis has 


caused your problem, you 
should not try to do a lot of 
strenuous exercise 


You should talk this over 


with your doctor, but if you 
are doing well and not hav- 
ing symptoms, the most ap- 
propriate exercise tor you 
would be walking. 


There is no need to walk 


too last or try to walk too 
far at any one time. Walking 
is wonderful exercise and as 
long as you don't try to ac- 
complish too much too fast 
it helps the overall body con- 
dition and generally will not 
overload the heart. 


I would like to emphasize 


again, t h o u g h , that you 
should not start any exercise 
program without talking it 
over with your doctor.
